The farmers and truckers of Wor- 
cester Courty were out in full force at 
Bnow Hill Tuesday to elect officers, 
and every one showed an interest in 
trying to better the conditions of the 
farmer. The object of the Exchange 
is, to sell our product at the depot at 
a better price than has been secured 

in the past. 

2nd. That goods will be sold at 8 
per cent commission when it is neces- 
sary to consign them bút it is expect- 
ed that but little will be shipped on 
consignment. It was stated by good 
authority that there was sufficient 
quantity of potatoes planted by mem- 
bers of the Exchange to make from one 
hundred and fifty thousand barrels of 
potatoes this season and it is hoped 
the strawberry crop can be handled 
through the Exchange this season as 
well as any other product that comes 
from the farm. The only thing now 
to. do is to give extra cultivation and 
fertilization to the crop that you now 
have planted and see that yon grow a 
uumber one stock. 

The white potatoes will come under 
two brands. The number ones will 
be branded Crescent or half moon. 
The second grade or medium will be 
branded Red Diamond., the stenciling 
to be done in red letters.

COWS TRAINED 
FOR THE TEST 
Jerseys at the World's Fair Are Ext 


pected to Show That They Are 
Superior to All Other Dreeds: 


` The herd of Jersey cows assembled 
+t the World's Fair at St. Louls to rep- 
tesent the Jersey breed in the universal 
uairy test has been inspected and has 
leen pronounced in perfect condition 
tad ready to start upon thelr six 
mouths’ grind on a day's notice. 

W. R. Spann of the Burr Oak Jersey 
farm, Dallas, Tex., was the Inspector, 
nnd he was thorough In bis work. He 
pyssed a week on the Exposition 
grounds, and much of the time was 
spent in and around the Jersey cattle 
barn, and the condition of each indi- 
vidual of the herd of forty cows was 
definitely ascertained. 

Never was more intelligent and care- 
ful treatment lavished on animals. No 
athlete was ever better trained for a 
contest requiring the development of 
speed, skill and endurance than has 
been this herd of Jerseys. When It is 
known that this herd js to compete 
with selected herds of Holsteins, Short- 
horns, Brown Swiss and Devons, and 
the herd making the best score for the 
production of butter, milk and cheese 
is to establish the standing of the 
various breeds, the importance of the 
cows being in perfect condition may 
be understood. 

For u solid year the Jerseys have 
been in constant training. Twenty- 
five cows will participate in the con- 
test. Cows were selected from the 
best herds in the United States. 

Dr. J. J. Richardson, president of 
the American Jersey Cattle Club, un- 
der whose uuspices this entry is made, 
toured Europe and visited the famed 
Isle of Jersey, where the breed origi- 
nated. He was seeking the best cows, 
but returned satisfied. that Europe 
could show no cows that were better 
than those bred in America. 

Though only twenty-five cows will 
participate in the test, forty cows were 
selected. They were assembled at 
Jerseyville, III., a year ago. This is 
near St. Louls, and the cattle have be- 
come acclimated. Last December they 
were removed to St. Louis. The cows 
fre the property of individual members 
of the club and are loaned for the term 
of the test. C. T. Graves, a breeder 
at Maitland, Mo., was selected as the 
superintendent to have charge of the 
cattle, and he bas been highly com- 
plimented by Dr. Richardson and In- 
spector Spann for the wonderfully fine 
condition in which he has placed the 
herd. 

A series of model dairy baras have 
been bullt for the breeds ee 3 
the test. The barns are octagonal in 
form, and are so arranged that the 
cows are in the center and a wide 
promenade permits visitors to pass 
around and view the cows as they 
stand in their stalls. 

The milking and feeding are to be 
done in plain view of the public, and 
representatives of the various herds 
will at all times have access to all the 
barns to see that no sharp practices 
are indulged in. 

The test not only consists im show- 
ing the amount of butter, milk and 
cheese produced, but the cost of pro- 
duction is taken into consideration. 
Every ounce of food given each cow is 
weighed and carefully recorded. When 
the cows are milked, the milk is con- 
yeyed to a model creamery im the Ag- 
ricultural building, where it is tested 
and made Into butter and cheese and 
where all records are carefully kept 

The Jersey cattle participated in a 
similar test at Chicago during the Co- 
lumblan Exposition and carried off 
first honors. 

Superintendent Graves is sanguine 
over the result of the present test. He 
says that the Jerseys have always 


demonstrated their superiority over all |., 


other breeds when placed in competi- 
tlon, and this time they will show te 
better advantage than ever. Not only 
is the Jersey milk richer in butter fat 
than the milk of any other breed, says 
Mr. Graves, but it can be produced at 
n less cost. The Jersey cows are the 
smallest of the standard breeds, and 
he asserts that they consume less feed. 
They asstmilate their food, and it is 
converted into milk and butter and is 
not used in building up and sustaining 
o large carcass. 

“We anre going to make all other 
breeds take to the woods after this 
test,” sald Mr. Graves. “A few days 
ago I was testing some of our Jersey 
milk, and my hands were all sticky 
and greasy from the enormous amount 
of butter fat the mik contained. Mr. 
von Heyne, who is in charge of the 
Holsteins, sent over a quantity of his 
milk for me to test. Of course, from a 
commercial standpoint, there was no 
comparison between the milk, but it 
was a plensure to test his mūk, for 
when I got through there was no 
grease on my hands. After this I 
will have a bucket of Holstein milk 
around handy to wash my hands in 
after testing our own rich Jersey milk.” 

The test begins May 16 and contin- 
ues 120 days. 


Unique California Map. 

A unique exhibit at the World's Fair 
was prepared by the agricultura! de- 
partment of the University of Califor- 
nla. It is a large map, so colored as to 
show the character of the various solls 
of the state, It gives a clear idea of the 
situation and the extent of the arable 
and untillable sections. In the locali- 
tles that cannot be cultivated are 
shown the Sierras, the Inva beds and 
the desert. The map Indicates the lo- 
cation of the cultivable portions of the 
mountains and Mohn ve plateau and 
shows the nature of the foothiſlls and 
valleys of that wonderful state. 


Cost of Seeing the World’s Fair. 

From any point within 300 miles of 
St. Louis a person may travel to the 
World's Fair this year, view the won- 
ders ‘of the Exposition for three days 
and expend the same money he would 
pay in any other year for train fare 
alone. This is an absolute fact. ` 

The Western Passenger Association 
has agreed on a ten day excursion rate, 
260 miles or more from St. Louis, fpr 
one and one-fifth for the round 
trip.

Like a Fiy in Abet: 

An Americahised “Russian Had fat- 
ented a flew process of embalming 
which consists in casting a solid block 
of glass around the subject to be pre- 
served, through which the features 
and outlines of the ‘body will be per- 
fectly visible. As no air can possibly 
enter, the remains are expected to last 
indefinitely till sume shock destroys 
the crystal block which incases them 
like so many files in. amber. The in- 
ventor hopes that the relica of great 
men will be preserved in this way, re- 
maining to uftertime in their babit as 
they lived, with vast mausoleums in 
which to place them, entrance to which 
will be deemed an honor like that of 
burial in Westminster or Santa Croce. 
The mechanical process by which all 
this is to be made possible and on 
which the government has issued a 
patent is quite simple. The remains 
are first surrounded with a coating of 
sodium silicate, or water glass, which 
Is allowed to dry. When the water has 
been sufficiently evaporated the sub- 
ject Is placed in a mold which is to de- 
termine the size of the glass block, and 
molten glass is poured in till it is 
filed.

Rhodesia and other portions of the 
continent.

Models includéd lu this interesting 
exhibit show the homes and home life 
of the Chinese, thelr weddings and 
funerals. Chinese tea house, restau- 
rant und shop, Chinese weaving and 
some of the beautiful silks and wear- 
ing upparel of the Chinese and their 
methods of manufacturing them. 

One feature of the exuibit is two 
tagniticent) Chinese beds, each of 
which has the appearance of being a 
small house of great beauty.

The winter bed Is still more elabo- 
rate, It consists of three compartments. 
The first contains four chairs, a tea poy 
and a chest of drawers.

The 
furniture is of rosewood Inlaid with 


ivory carving of birds, flowers and 
trees, The couch Is covered with silks 
of the tines: texture und in gaudy col- 
ors.

The first permanent ocean newspa- 
per was brought out on the steamship 
Philadelphin under the title of the 
Marconi Bulletin, which has since been 
changed to the American Line News. 
The initial number appeared in April 


lust, und though it was not of impos: 


ing proportions, consisting of only four 
small pages, it contained a number of 
terse paragraphs giving the passen- 
gers their first news.of the British re- 
verse Jo Somaliland, the marriage of 
W. N. Vanderbilt and other matters of 
current interest. 

The telegraph matter that appears 
in the columns of the Atlantic news- 
paper is supplied by the principal news 
agencies on either side of the ocean 
and is transmitted to eastbound steam- 
ers by the Marcon! station at the Liz 
ard and to westbound vessels by the 
one at Nantucket. It is taken down 
nnd written out by the Marconi opera- 
tor on board and edited by the purser, 
who adds what might be called the lo- 
cal department, any interesting news 
items nbout the ship and her voyage. 
Then the Whole paper is set up and 
printed by the ship's printer so ns to 
be distributed to the passengers about 
twenty-four hours before they land. 

From the eagerness with which the 
passengers scan the brief dispatches 
set forth through the wireless press it 
is evident that the ocean going news- 
paper is a decided success and is high. 
ly appreciated by its readers, even 
though its circulation is somewhat 
limited. Already its field has been ex- 
tended to the other ships of the Phila- 
delphla's line—the New York, the St. 
Louis and the St. Paul—and to the 
Freeland, Kroonland, Zeeland and Va- 
derland of the Red Star line. 


The Power of Interest. 

A striking instance of the power of 
interesting work and study to put new 
life and new temperament even into 
hardened criminals is related by Pro- 
fessor Joseph Le Conte in his auto- 
biography. It occurred in 1882 at the 
prison In Carson City, Nev. 

Fossil footprints apparently of men 
and animals had been found in the 
sandstone of the prison yard, and Pro- 
fessor Le Conte, who nt once went 
thither, secured the nid of the con- 
victs to blast out the specimens and 
help him find more. 

"They enjoyed the investigation in- 
tensely,” he wrote, “and worked very 
intelligently. We entirely forgot that 
they were criminals and some of them 
murderers, nnd all worked together

could be continued indefinitely!”

Yet with all the ad 
vance they have been able to make in 
these institutions, what a change the 
opportunity to work with such a man 
as Professor Le Conte would effect in 
any one of them!

All the states are to be represented 
This means a 
great deal, a shining triumph for the | 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, and 
furnishes another illustration of the 
fact that this Expositiou's complete- 
ness Is the marvel of the age. 

Fifty-one states, territories nnd pos- 
sessions of the United States have 
taken the steps necessary to partiel- 
pate in the World's Fair on an impor- 
tant scale. But two states were still 
outside the fold at the last report, and 
in each of these was a well defined 
movement in favor of being represent- 
ed at the Fair with buildings and ex- 
hibits, New Hampshire, the old home 
state, and Delaware are the states re- 
ferred to. In New Hampshire a fund 
for participation is being raised pri- 
vately by patriotic citizens, so that in 
the event of legislative inaction this 
commonwealth may be represented, 

The states and territories are ex 
pending over $7,000,000 in their efforts 
to show off to best advantage at the 
Exposition, This is a million and a 
third more than was expended at the 
Chicago exposition by the states. In 
addition to this, large cities in many 
states will have municipal exhibits, the 
funds for which are not included in 
these figures. The municipal exhibit 
idea is entirely novel. From a number 
of the states there will be prominent 
county exhibits provided by special ap- 
propria tion of county funds. ` $ 

This City of the States presents a 
picture of surpassing beauty. Nature 
has done much to nid in the creation 
of the picture. Never before bas any 
exposition been able to grant such ad- 
vantageous sites for state buildings. 
The buildings are situated on a plateau 
about seventy-five feet higher than the 
level ground to the north upon which 
stand the main exhibit palaces. There 
are hills and ravines here and there, 
enabling the Jandscapists to lay out a 
most delightful pattern of roads and 
terraces and lawns. 

The smallest of the state buildings Is 
that of Arizona, which stands near the 
southeastern entrance to the grounds. 
One of the largest is that of Missouri, 
from the dome of which it is sald that 
Perhaps the very finest view of the 
Exposition may be enjoyed. This 
building is a palace in the Italian re- 
nalssauce architecture, built at a cost 
of $105,000, Near by is the reproduc- 
tlon of the Cabildo at New Orleans, in 
which the Loulsinna Purchase transfer 
ceremonies took place — Louisiana's 
state building. Ohio has a clubhouse 
of highly ornate design, in the architec- 
ture of the French renaissance. III. 
hols is prominent with n most pre- 
tentlous structure, with wide verandas 
and a commanding cupola. 

A description of each of the state 
buildings, with any detail, would more 
than fill a newspaper page. It 18 only 
possible here to hint at some of the 
interesting structures. Calitornia, for 
fustance, has reproduced in exact size 
the famous old La Rabida Mission. 
Connecticut presents a replica of the 
Sigourney residence at Hartford, home 
of the poetess Lydia Huntley Sigour- 
ney in her time. This building is sald 
to be the finest specimen of purely 
colonial architecture now standing. 
The New Kentucky Home, from the 
Blue Grass State, is a handsome club- 
house that would make some of the 
mansions along Fifth avenue, New 
York city, look Insignificant. Beau- 
volr, the quaint old house which Jef- 
ferson Davis owned and occupled for 
many years, is reproduced by Missis- 
sippi. Its wide verandas or galleries 
give it a most inviting appearance. 
Washington's headquarters at Morris- 
town, N. J., are reproduced by New 
Jersey. Virginin contributes Monti- 
cello, the home of Thomas Jefferson. 

The state of Washington contributes 
a structure of unique design. It ls 
called the Wigwam, five stories 
high, built of wood from Washington 
forests. The building is octagonal, 
with gigantic diagonal timbers rising 
from the ground and meeting In an 
apex ninety feet in the alr, above 
which is built an observatory, from 
which a splendid view of the Exposl- 
tion may be had. An elevator will 
curry visitors to the observatory. 

New York, Pennsylvania, Ohlo, Ar- 
kansas, Colorado, West Virginia, In- 
dinna, Wisconsin, Texas and many 
other states ure represented by bulld- 
ings which cannot fall to arouse ad- 
miration. The Texas building is in 
the shape of a five polnted star, an 
appropriate idea for the big Lone 
Star State. Iowa has n magnificent 
mansion,. with classic porticoes and a 
| central tower containing un observa- 


tory chamber. Kansas, Indian Terri- 
tory and Oklahoma each uphold the 
growing reputation of the southwest

Los Angeles, Cal., May 8.—Kindness 
and consideration for all of God's 
creatures is the preacher's theme, and 
he pleads that man should value the 
affection of the dumb creation no less 
than he should respect its rights, since 
divine wisdom bas placed it in bis 
care. The text is Deuteronomy xxv, 4, 
“Thou sbalt not muzzle the ox when 
be treadeth out the corn.” 

This is the age of machinery. This 
is the time when man is not limited lu 
uls operations to the work of his two 
| Barks, but with his little finger can 

lift a lever which has the strength of 
| a thousand hands; when, instead of bis 
being content with seeing only such 
things as his eyes perceive, be calls to 
his aid the telescope and the microscope 
that multiply his power of vision a 
thousandfold. Tue old fashioned spin- 
ning wheel bas been developed Into the 
mighty Belfast linen mills. The old 
fashioned scythe has evoluted Into the 
swift mowing machine. whicb goes 
singing through the harvest fields 
The old fashioned prairie schooner ha? 
long since given place to the tireless 
velocity of the lightning express, which 
never stops by day or by night except. 
like a thirsty monster, to take a drink. 
The old fashioned messenger, who on 
horseback used to carry back toa 
king the news of a battle won, bas 
been superseded by the telegraph wires 
and the electric cables, which in almost 
an instant can put continents within 
speaking distance and bave put the !s- 
lands of the seas in communication 
with the mainland. 

The patent offices in Washington are 
crowded with innumerable Inventions 
for the saving of labor and time. In 
none of them, however, is the contrast 
between modern and ancient methods 
so marked as we see it when the 
mammoth flour mills of Minneapolis 
are compared with the custom referred 
to In the text. In that great city of 
the northwest not only is the grain al- 
most instantly changed into flour by 
the best of modern machinery, but 
practically not one grain is lost. Upon 
the old fashioned thrashing floor every- 
thing was different. There a team of 
oxen would be harnessed to a collec- 
tion of boards nailed together. Then 
these boards would be dragged over 
the grain and the chaff would be bro- 
ken from the kernels of Wheat. Then 
the winds would blow over the tbrasb- 
ing floor and separate the chaff from 
the wheat. 

Wisdom of Moses. 

Such were the thrashing floors of the 
anclents. Now, as Moses went lu and 
out of the country he saw a great 
many of these thrashing floors. Fur- 
thermore, he saw that among thelr 
owners there were a great Many mean 
men In those days, as there are in our 
own days. He saw that these mean 
men nearly always first showed their 
meanness to their beasts. They not 
only overworked their oxen, but they 
underfed them. Thelr meanness was 
most emphatically demonstrated when 
thrashing. Fearing lest thelr hard 
worked oxen might reach down and 
pick up from the thrashing floors a 
stray mouthful of grain to eat, these 
mean farmers would muzzle thelr 
beasts so that the bungry animals 
could see the food and yet not eat any. 
Now. Moses says in a practical wax: 
“These men must be taught to be 
merciful to tbeir beasts. I have 
made n law requiring them to obey 
God and be just in their dealings with 
their neighbors.’ Now I will make an- 
other Jaw requiring them to be liberal 
in their provision for the animals which 
work for them.” Then the great law- 
giver of the Hebrews sits down and 
writes these words of my text; “Thou 
shalt not muzzle the ox when he tread- 
eth out the corn.” 

Moses was the first great statesman 
that | know of who recognized the 
rights of dumb animals, It ls u sig- 
nificant fact that in this early code of 
laws he should have given legal rights 
to animals as well as to men and wom- 
en. It was a sound and righteous 
course, and I am glad to remember 
that we, tog. have not only laws to 
prevent the ill usage of animals. but 
also lu the Humane society an organ- 
ization to see that those laws are en 
forced. I want to show you this morn- 
ing why every Christian should be in 
touch with that soclety and that Its 
principles should be applied to all 
classes nud all ages. There la no ren- 
son why the admonition should be lim- 
ited to the farmer. The boy should be 
tnught to be good to bis pet dogs and 
squirrels; the draxman should be com- 
pelled to lighten the load) if hie borse 
is too weak to draw It; the backman 
should be required to blanket bis steed 
shivering in the chill blasts of winter; 
tue sportsman should be probibited 
shooting the mother bird in nesting 
time. 1 would try to show that the 
Christ who was born amid the lowing 
of the cattle and the bleating of the 
sheep and the nelghing of the borses. 
whinnylng for thelr oats, is today the 
friend und protector of the dumb 
brutes ns well as of our fellow men. 

Cruelty Degrades. 

Tue Huwmnue Soclety of ‘America 
should be accounted one of the best of 
societies. Its work bas a deeper and a 
wider significance than some of us 
may have heretofore supposed. The 
evil of cruelty to animals does not end 
with the inflicting of pain and fojus- 
tice on the dumb brutes, But as the 
amall fibrous tumor, nestling under the 
fair skin, If let alone, may reach out 
4 1 
01 0 r rt mo the 
may at last reach out for tbe beart of 
man itself, Injustice against the dumb 
brute inevitably paves the way for in- 
justice against the dumb brute's mas- 
ter. If a boy delights to torture a dog 
or n cat or a mouse, there will surely 
come a time when that boy, grown into 
n man, will delight in torturing bis fel- 
low beings, 

A man's nature is degraded by fb- 
dulging in cruelty to animals. He loses 
his manliness and acquires the nature 
of brutes, He undergoes iv bis life 
time the metamorphosls that the ori-

entals belleve be suffers after death, 
ar east there ip a popular be 
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ner held by multitudes; It ls a beller 
in the transmigration, dt souls. This 
means, in popular Interpretation, that 
after n man dies his soul passes into 
the body of n dog or a cat or a horse 
or a Hon and so lives on through the 
coming ages. If he is a mean mau 
then he becomes n menn benst like a 
jackal or a byena, if a good man then 
hia soul takes upon itself the form of 
a noble beast; but though in Christian 
ized America we do not believe in the 
transmigration of souls we may see 
around us an analogous phenomenon 
When a man abuses a dumb brute lie 
is not punished by baving bis sou! at 
death pass into the body of a jackal. 
but he takes on the character of those 
cruel, bestial four „sen vengers 
ot the desert, and : „comes one of 
them in bis nature. Every time the 
old Mexican skinned a !amb alive, 
thinking tbat thereby the meat was 
made the sweeter, he destroyed that 
moral sensitiveness which enabled bim 
to distinguish between right and 
wrong. Every time a boy transfixes 8 
fly witb a pin and then laughs to see 
it wriggle and squirm in its death 
agonies that boy is, fitting himself to 
become a monster, a murderer and n 
destroyer of men. Nero, the Roman 
demon. became the Inhuman monster 
de was by first. as a boy, learning to 
take pleasure in the sufferings of his 
nursery pets. Every man takes upou 
himself the heart of a savage animal 
when he abuses the helpless dumb 
brutes that God gave to bim us de 
pendents. 

Cause of Moral Degencracy. 

What Is today one of the chief causes 
of the moral und spiritual as well ue 
the temporal degeneracy of Spain? It 
is without doubt due to the bestial aud 
brutalizing tendencies of the merciless 
bullfight. When on the Sunday follow- 
Ing Easter and on subsequent Sundays 
the 11,000 spectators gather about the 
arena of Seville or the 12.500 watch 
the arena of Madrid and the 17,000 en- 
circle the arena of Valencia, they are 
glorying in the vice which has been 
the moral and spiritual death of their 
country. These Spanish bullfights al- 
ways take place on Sunday because 
they are held to be the sacred national 
game. A famous American traveler 
tells us that at each bullfight between 
six and eight of the fiercest kind of 
bulls and from twenty to forty horses 
are killed. The waving of the red man- 
tles, the shooting of the darts, the are- 
na sonked with blood, the screams of 
the dying horses dragging themselves 
Around, sometimes with thelr entrails 
in full view of the excited populace; 
the mad charges of the enraged bulls, 
combine to make a scene of horror in- 
describable and one which it is im- 
possible for the civilized American to 
fully grasp. When the famous Francis- 
co Romero de Runda taught the Span- 
ish people bow to scientifically abuse 
and madden and torture to death a 
four legged brute he made it possible 
for the people themselves, by looking 
upon such scenes of horror, to become 
worse than brutes. No human belrg 
cun be unmerciful to a beast without 
ulinself after uwhlle growing merci 
less lu his dealings with bis fellow 
men. 

Trained by Kindneas. 

The Humane Society of America, In 
teaching man to be kind to the dumb 
brute, has n second practical mission. 
It teaches that harsliness and bitter- 
ness and cruelty do absolutely no good 
in the training and the true subjuga- 
tion of an animal. A cruel master 
never was able to get the best results 
out of a borse. Blows und kicks and 
cuffs only make a stubborn borse the 
more stubborn and, the balky aulmal 
tbe more set in hiy traces. I never 
learned this lesson dn n more !mpres- 
sive way than when I passed two sum- 
mers almost within a stone's throw of 
one of the best stock furms lu this 
‘country. What magnificent animals 
those were! Racing horses were not 
ralsed there, but the best blood for 
carriuge horses and roadsters of oll 
sorts. ‘Thelr clean limbs, thelr flash- 
ing eyes, thelr bhigh strung, nervous 
organization, made those animals the 
pride of almost every stable they en- 
tered. Yet the whip wos never used 
upon them. They were trained almost 
entirely by kindness. After the colts 
had been allowed to run In the flelds 
for about three yearg, always, however, 
being petted by their owners, they 
were ready for the harness. The first 
day on which the brldle was put upon 
them a strap was fastened on the fore 
hoof to teach them that they must 
mind That was all, After the first 
two or three days the horse learned 
that if he plunged the strap would be 
applied to raise his forefoot and keep 
him on three legs. Having learned 
the lesson he ceased to plunge, and the 
use of the strap was discontinued. 
Then these colts were quietly hitched 
by the sides of the older horses and 
driven out to plow. The drivers nev- 
er jerked them, but always talked 
kindly to them and coaxed them. And 
though those borsés seemed to have 
within them all the pentup ambition of 
Job's war charger, “smelling the bat- 
tle from afar.” yet lu the bands of 
their kind masters they became gentle, 
lovable nnd docile. 

Power of Gentlenessa. 

An old. grumpy, dyspeptic philos- 
opher once sald, “The more I see of 
me the better I like dogs.“ That ls 


not my idea. But the more I see of 
ogs und horses and cattle the more 1 


think they are like men. Supposing 
you were a horse hitched to a carriage. 
Supposing every time you made a mis- 
step there was a whip like a knife 
ready to cut.Into your skin, would oot 
your nerves be continually unstrung? 
Would you not always be ready to 
jump. to shy and to rear? Supposing 
you were ina stall with your bead tied 
to u halter and the hostler wanted you 
to move over to the other side of the 
stall. ond Instead of placing bis band 
gently upon you and saying quietly, 
“Now move over,“ be gives you a sav: 
age kick in the stomach or a cuff upon 
the side of the head that made your 
ear ring and your brain dizzy with 
pain. What would you do? Would 
you bite and kick him If you got the 
chance? 1 doubt whether human na- 
ture would be as long suffering as 
equine nature under such provocation.

Again, | assert that we should honor 
tbe Humane Soclety of America be- 
cause | sometimes think that the birds 
of the alr, as well as the beasts of the 
earth, may have an ardour of affection 
even greater than that of man if that 
loving power of. the benrt Is ever nl- 
lowed to develop. I believe that a dog 
can love ns n man can love. 1 believe 
a horse can love as u man can love. 
anden bird „iso. We should be very 
careful lest we trample upon the 
bearts of the dumb brutes. as some of 
us too often trample upon the hearts of 
men. “What! & dog love as a man 
loves? Absurd.” says some one. Is it 
absurd? Have you never henrd of a 
dog dying from grief because lls mas- 
ter died? My father once had a noble 
greyhound. When he went far away 
from home that dog became so lonely 
without my father that be refused to 
eat, and literally dled from grieving for 
his master. Absurd! Did you never 
see n dog grieving among the chief 
mourners nt n funeral? Again aud 
again we trie to drive Beauty, a little 
sky terrier, out of the room of death 
But be would not go. Under the eusket 
he lay, hour after hour. Mournfully 
he went from room to room after the 
undertaker had carried the precious 
burden away to sleep among the flow 
ers.

CHURCH SANITATION.. 


Necessity Wor Flooding the Build- 
ings With Fresh Ait, 

After every church service church 
windows and doors should be thrown 
wide open 2nd the pure, fresh outdcor 
air allowed to sweep through and 
through the building, thoroughly cleans- 
ing it of the poisonous air and filling it 
with pure oxygen. 

A church may become a very death- 
trap for a congregation if it is not 
properly ventilated. The air becomes 
vitlated and tilled with the carbonic 
acid gas breathed out by the many 
people. Then the congregation goes 
bome, the church is closed and the im- 
pure and polluted air is allowed to re- 
main in the church throughout the 
week. 

The next time the people assemble 
they must rebreathe this. same old 
dead nir. If it is in the winter time 
the air has been heated, making it that 
much worse. The windows are all 
closed. The people come in from the 
outdoor air and sit down to breathe 
this stuffy atmosphere. They become 
drowsy and fidgety and nervous. Their 
hends begin to ache. They don't know 
what is the matter with them. They 
never think of opening a window and 
letting in some fresh air. 

When they go out into the winter air 
again they take cold. They have ton- 
silitis, bronchitis, pneumonia, and they 
lay the foundation for consumption— 
all because the church. had not been 
ventilated. 

If you go to church or have anything 
to do with a church let your voice be 
heard in this matter. Insist upon it 
that the church be aired thoroughly 
after every service and that during ev- 
ery service there be some means-of ven- 
tilation provided. If you are a preach- 
er, preach to your people the gospel of 
fresh air. Provide them with alr, and 
they will not go to sleep while you are 
talking. Drive home to them the sin 
of polluting their lungs with poisonous 
alr. Impress upon them the sacredness 
of the body and the harmfulness of 
contaminating it with the unclean air 
of an unventilated church. Never talk 
to them about saving their souls while 
their lungs are being poisoned by Joul 
air. 

See that your church is swept and 
cleaned and dusted, that the life giv- 
ing oxygen is allowed to play through 
every corner of it, that the health and 
comfort of the congregation are as- 
sured. This will constitute a more last- 
ing benefit than all the prayer and song 
service that could be uttered in a close, 
stuffy, unventllated room. — Medical 
Talk. * * 


THE MATTER OF AGE. 


Men Are Often as Sensitive as We- 
men on the Subject. , 

The Nattonal Academy of Design re- 
cently awarded a prize to a woman in 
a competition limited to artists not 
over a certain age. The artist discov- 
ered that she was Ineligible and re- 
minded the committee of the fact. In 
her frank letter renouncing claim to 
the prize the artist sald, “Of course it 
isn't pleasant to bave attention drawn 
to one's age.“ 

It is a fuct that almost all women 
more than twenty years old and many 
men over forty are sensitive on the 
subject of age, anys the Washington 
Times, but few of them could give any 
explanation of their feeling that would 
not be puerile. Apparently they are 
ashamed of having arrived at “years 
of discretion,” but they would repudl- 
ute that explanation indignantly. Sure- 
ly there is nothing discreditable in the 
bodily health that conduces to long 
life, nothing degrading in having es- 
caped fatal accident and disease. 

Why should it be unpleasant to have 
attention drawn to one's age when one 
Is neither very young nor very old? 
It is not unpleasant to have attention 
drawn to the color of one's hair unless 
the color be artificial or indicative of 
that same reprehensible lapse of time 
which constitutes age. It is not un- 
pleasant to be, say, thirty years old, 
but it is the correct thing for women 
especially to regard reference to the 
fact as a personal affront or an injury 
to thelr vanity. 

The man who shows sensitiveness 
about his nge and tries to appear 
younger than he is usually is regarded 
us n silly person and spoken of behind 
his back os a vain old fool, but until 
a woman passes the fourscore mark 
she is encouraged by the conventions 
of society to fib about the lapse of 
time and keep the vital statistic pages 
of the family Bible gummed together. 
After fourscore the vanity of men and 
women takes n twist in the reverse di- 
rectian, and the conceit of a centena- 
rlan becomes monumental. 

Perhaps feminine disinclination to 
tell or hear the truth about age Is a 
survival from the times when years 
were important factors in determining 
value in the matrimonial market, or 
possibly the unpleasantness of refer- 
ences to the subject Is as artificial in 
ita origin na the fear of mice, which 
was considered an indispensable fem- 
Inline accomplishtheut a generation or 
two ago. 


The King of Elms. 

What is sald to be Xhe largest elm 
in New England und one of the great- 
est trees east of the Rocky mountains 
is in the historic little town of Weth- 
ersfield, Conn., famed for its onion gar- 
dens and its prison. Tue elm stands 
on the lower end of the old town 
square, opposite the Smith house, still 
occupied by descendants of John Smith, 
who planted the tree over 170 years 
ngo. 

At the base, where some of the mas- 
sive roots, as they radiate from the 
trunk, protrude above the surface, the 
circumference is fifty-five and one-half 
feet, while the main trunk above the 
ground la twenty-two and one-half feet 
in circumference. According to Oliver 
Wendell Holmes’ classification of elms, 
this would come easily within the first 
class, and with something to spare, for 
all elms with a girth of twenty feet 
a short distance above the ground he 
catalogued as of the first order of size. 
New England, with its multitude of 
great elms, can show few whose mens- 
urement from two to four feet above 
the surface will be twenty feet.

We need a Paul to thunder righteous- 
new upon the ears of many a Felix in 
trade. We neel a Nathan to expose 
the sins of many a Davidic firm. To 
cheat a man is the same as picking 
his pocket, the only difference being 
the difference between two pieces of 
black cloth exactly alike. The scales 
of Gol weigh the dishonest proprietor 
of a store in the same pan with the 
commonest thief in a state’s peniten- 
tiary. Sin is sin wherever it seeks to 
hide itself, whether behind a diamond- 
ed shirt-bosom or behind a faded coat. 
In God's sight a leper in broadcloth is 
just as foul as leper in rags. Naaman 
the Syrian captain was no bettera 
leper than hundreds of others who 
were not captains. There is no sach 
thing as distinguished leprosy. Neith- 
er is there any such thing as distin- 
guished sin.

Te cold water cure has been found ef- 
| fective in some very obstinate cases. 

| The cold water remedy consists of 
stripping the prisoner to the skin nnd 
turuing upon him a stream of cold wa- 
ter from an ordinary garden hose. The 
infliction of the punishment is not as 
brutal as flogging, it leaves no scars 
or permanent injuries, aud the punish- 
ment ends the moment the water vis 
turned off. A prisoner who has been 
subjected io the punishment once 
wants no more of it, though he may 
be smiling within a few moments after 
the ordeal is over. Governor Chamber- 
lain and the prison authorities are 
highly pleased over the result of the 
experiments, for they have been de- 
sirous of abolishing the whip. 

Only one prisoner has been flogged 
during this administration. That man 
Was a trusty and had run away and 
upon being captured was given the 
penalty always imposed in such cases 
up to that time. Since then two prison- 
ers have been punished with the cold 
water remedy. One of them’ was a 
big, burly negro. When he came to 
the prison he was assigned to work in 
the shops, but refused to obey orders. 
He asserted that lie didn’t have to 
work and wouldn't work. He was 
taken to the bathroom, stripped and 
stood lu a corner. The first spurt of 
water from the hose brought out a 
shriek that was evidence of the effec- 
tiveness of the remedy. After trying 
for half a minute to dodge the stream 
of cold water the man gave up and 
began to beg and make promises. The 
punishment ended, he went to work 
and has given uo further trouble. 

The otber prisoner subjected to the 
water cure was a white man. For sev- 
eral months he had been giving trouble 
and seemed to find enjoyment in dis- 
obeying rules even when he gained 
nothing by it. Small penalties did no 
good, and he was finally warned that 
another offense would bring severe 
consequences. A few days Inter he 
deliberately violated an Important reg- 
ulation and was sent to the bathroom. 
He began to beg before the water 
struck him, and before a pailful of 
water had been used be was complete- 
ly subdued. Before he had dressed 
again he was lnughing over the punish: 
ment, but his subsequent conduct has 
proved that he doesn't intend receiving 
a second dose of water cure. 

There are men in the Oregon penl- 
tentlary who bear flogging scars that 
they will carry to their graves. It is 
but fair to say that the scars were not 
received during this administration. 
Bome of the men thus punished nre 
still unconquered and are perhaps 
more vicious and more desperate be- 
cause of the method of inflicting pain. 
Many a prisoner has sworn that if he 
ever gets an opportunity he will take 
the life of the officer who laid the lash 
across his back. Flogging was de- 
grading to both the prisoner and the 
man who imposed the punishment. 
The prisoner was stripped and bound 
and flogged until In many Instances 
the blood flowed down his back. Not 
so with the water eure. The prisoners 
are not bound nor cut and bruised. 
The cold water cure leaves the offend 
Ing prisoner with a cleaner body und 
apparently n more peaceful mind.— 
Portland Oregonian. 


The Use of Words. 

“The small number of words actually 
necessary for ordinary purposes in our 
everyday life ls surprising, and noth- 
Ing illustrutes this better than the 
limited vocabulary of n little child.“ 
Dr. M. Harris sald. “I bave a daughter 
six years old. She is able to make all 
her wants known. to talk freely ond 
easily. 

“If an adult knew Just the number of 

| words in a foreign tongue that she 
knows in ber own, he would be able to 
get nlong nicely in n conversational 
way with people who spoke nothing 
but that language. What the child's 
vocabulary comprises, bow many 
words and of what classes, I recently 
made it my business to ascertain iu a 
series of Investigntlons extending over 
a considernble period of thne. I found 
that the total number of words she 
knew and used was just 352, omitting 
proper names, und that 54 per cent of 
these were nouns, 18 per cent verbs 
and 11 per cent adjectives, the re- 
mainder beling made up of conjunc 
tions, prepositions and pronouus.“ St. 
Louls Globe-Democrat.

Ultimately he discovered 
that the man had drunk out of the 
Wrong vessel and imbibed a solution 
of the acid instend of the stout. A doc- 
tor was at once sent for, but in the 
meantime Mr. Allen administered n 
dose of turpentine that happened to be 
on the premises, and the man not only 
quickly recovered, but resumed his 
work within an hour. 

Turpentine as an antidote in similar 
cases had been previously unknown, 
and a representative of the Dally News 
recently sought out an expert with a 
view of getting a medical opinion upon 
a matter of so much Importance. “The 
symptoms In the case you mention,” he 
said, “are distinctly those of carbolle 
acid poisoning, and so successful does 
the treatment appear to have been that 
further experiments in the same direc- 
tlon are well worth trying. If subse- 
quent experiment confirms the oil of 
turpentine treatment, then on every 
packet or bottle containing curbolic 


acid should be printed this simple antl- 
dote.“

The Exposition mannge- 
ment has control of the rates, which 
bave been fixed at from $1.50 to $3.50 
per day, European plan, including ad- 
mission to the grounds. On the Amer- 
ican. plan the rates range from 33 to $5 
per day. The hotel is 400 by 800 feet 
and ls three stories high. 

There are more than 150 establisbed 
hotels lu St. Louis, ang a signed agree- 
ment has been made between many of 
thelr managers with the Exposition of- 
ficlals that rates shall not be ralsed 
during the Exposition period. Many 
new hotels have been built on sites ad- 
jacent to the Exposition grounds, and 
the published fixed rates warrant the 
assertion that no one need pay exor- 
bitant rates for accommodations either | 
at hotels or private houses. | 

Among the new hotels may be men- 
tioned the Hotel Napoleon Bonaparte, 
which stands at Clayton avenue and 
Skinker road, overlooking the Exposl- 
tlon grounds. This hostelry will ac- 
commodate 5,000 persons. The rates, 
European plan, are from $1 to $5 per 
day. The Grand View hotel, south of 
the Exposition, on Oakland avenue, has 
a cnpacity for 5,000 guests, and the 
rates are $1 to $1.50 per day, European, 
and $2 to $2.50 per day on the Amer- 
ican plan. The Kenilworth, on West 
Park boulevard and Billon avenue, has 
a capacity of 1.500 guests, with a rate 
of $1.50 per day. 

The above mentioned are a few of the 
new hotels that have been erected near 
the Exposition grounds for the accom- 
modation of World's Fair visitors, All 
told there are about twoscore.

Talmage 
Sermon 


By Rev. 
Frank De Witt Talmage, D. D. 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 15.—A timely 
gospel for the great multitude who 
cross the ocean at this season or who 
journey on any waters, whether for 
is today the 
theme of the preacher. The text la 
Acts xxvii, 36, “Then they were all of 
good cheer.” 

Have you ever followed the sea? In 


| these days of multiplied facilities for 


ocean travel, when mammoth liners, 
equipped like floating palaces, carry 
tens and hundreds of thousands of 
passengers to and fro across the seas, 
with a sense of security added to the 
maximum of comfort, we little think 
of the discomforts attendant upon the 
ocenn voyages of half a century ago. 
But, though the conditions of sea travel 
have so vastly improved in recent 
years that a journey across the Atlan- 
tle or up the Mediterranean is no 
longer an undertaking to be dreaded, 
there are still many traditions of the 
sen which time has not materlally 
changed. If you bave traveled much 
upon the ocean, you must know that 
there are superstitious sailors who dis- 
like to carry ministers, or, as they call 
them, “sky pilots,” in their ships. Ever 
since the recreant Jonah was the cause 
of a Mediterranean cyclone, because 
he would persist in golng to Tarshish 
when God told him to go to Nineveh, 
there have been sailors who believe the 
presence of a minister upon their ship 
means head winds and storms and dis- 
asters and misfortunes, This prejudice 
against carrying a minister, like the 
prejudice against carrying n corpse or 
the starting of a voyage on a Friday, 
has been gradually getting less and 
less as sailors have become better 
educated. Only a few months ago a 
great liner set out from our shores for 
the Holy Land carrying among her 
passengers several hundred ministers 
of the gospel. But in olden times the 
sailors would look with very distrust- 
ful eyes upon any man in clerical garb 
who might cross thelr gangplank. The 
mutterings lu the forecastle were loud 
and deep if two or more missionaries 
happened to be enrolled at the same 
time on the ship's passenger list. 

Rev. Dr. James McGregor Alexan- 
der, the honored missionary of India, 
told me that when he and his wife and 
five other missionaries lu 1805 set sall 
for India the sailors were In almost 
open mutiny nt the idea of carrying 
such n dangerous cargo of human 
freight, but when they arrived in Cal- 
cutta, after a long four months’ voy- 
age of unprecedented clear weather, 
those snilors were so surprised that lu- 
stead of considering their ministerial 
passengers “Jonahs” they looked upon 
them as “fair weather“ angels. 80 
completely had thelr opinion changed 
that they told thelr captain, who knew 
of their former foreboding, that they 
Wished the wisslonarles were golug 
back with them on their return voyage. 

Paul In the Storm. 

Superstition, however, is not easily 
eradicated. This prejudice against 
ministerial passengers bas survived 
for centuries. Yet in the scene of my 
text we have an instance of its being 
overcome, Here is Paul, a landsman. 
a prisoner und a missionary, so wih- 
uing the contidence of the crew that 
they heed his warnings and follow his 
suggestions. It was, too, In a crisis 
When nautical skill was needed that 
they listened to him. There was a 
storin ruging of unusual violence. The 
dreaded Lurricane they called eurocly- 
don was lashing the Mediterranean in- 
to fury. There was darkness even at 
midduy; all reckoning lost, all hope 
given up. Then the 275 persons on. 
board turned to this little Jewish mis- 
slonury for guidance and encourage- 
went. They had begun the voyage 
against his advice. They might be 
prejudiced ogainst him as a preacher 
and a prisoner, but they listened to 
ulm when he addressed them, bidding 
them be of good cheer. “And when he 
und thus spoken he took bread and 
gave thanks to God in presence of 
them all, and when he had broken it 
he began to eat. Then were they all 
of good cheer, and they also took some 
ment.“ 

Why were the crew and the pas- 
sengers of this Alexandrian corn ship 
happy of heart? First, because falth 
always begets faith, and confidence 
confidence, and good cheer good cheer. 
The bellef which Paul felt that “there 
should be no loss of any man’s life, but. 
of the ship,” wus, by bis personal ex- 
ample, instilled into the hearts and. 
minds of those by whom he was sur- 
rounded, We know that cowardice Is. 
infectious. We know that when £ 
ship is sinking at sea there lu lable 
to be such a rush for the boats that a. 
panic may ensue, Then the captain, 
knowing well that only by order and. 
equantinity Is there hope for the safety 
of any, will draw lis pistol, and, with: 
fetermined mien, declare that be will: 
shoot the first mag who disobeys or- 
ders in forcing his way Into the life- 
bouts. We know that when a regiment 
Is resisting the churge of ap enemy the: 
colonel will take his position in the- 
rear of the dine and shoot down 
any cowardly soldier who would turn 
und flee. If one soldier were allowed. 
to run to the rear, the whole regiment, 
like n herd of terror stricken cattle, 
might be stampeded with fear. If* 
cowardice be Uyfectious, why way not; 
hope also be bifectious? Why la not: 
the calm mien of a Paul able to steady 
the nerves und make hopeful the 


hearts of those who before had no ha 7 
of being saved from a watery grave? 
What Makes Men Heroes, 

In the storm und trials of life haw 
orten have courage und fortitude been: 
Inspired by the example of some maa: 
strony in fulth und undaunted in us 
confidence in God! Men will belleve 
in Christ's power to save when they: 
see n man whose rellance on him keeps: 
them calm in the presence of death,. 
When Hugh Latimer, the dying mar- 
tyr, turned to the trembling Ridley, 
who was being tied to the stake at the 
same time that he was being tied, and! 
sald, “Be of good comfort, Master Rid- 
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ley, and play the man; we shall tbis 
day light such a candle by God's grace 
m England as | trust shall never be 
put out,” at once Nicholas Ridley be- 
came a man. His nerves ceased their 
quivering, and he was able to die as a 
Christian hero. When the frightened 
patriot Herault de Sechelles ascended 
the scaffold, over which hung the glit- 
terlhg guillotine, and saw the surging 
French mob below him, he was as pale 
as death. His knees trembled and his 
teeth chattered. But when he turned 
and looked at the intrepid Danton by 
hia side, who scornfully said to the exe- 
cutioner, “Man, wait a moment; let 
the people have a good look and see 
how a brave man can die,” Herault de 
Sechelles became as brave as Danton 
was brave. “I well remember my- 
self,” wrote an old soldier, “as a fright- 
ened boy trembling in the ranks at 
Gettysburg. With fear I saw the Con- 
federate troops being massed for Pick- 
etts famous charge. All that I could 
do was to restrain myself from drop- 
ping my gun and running to the rear. 
But suddenly every cowardly feeling 
in my heart was stilled when I heard 
a great shout aini saw the most mag- 
nificent man | ever looked at calmly 
riding down the lines, Calmly and 
clearly he spoke as he said: ‘Steady, 
men, steady! We must hold these 
lines. Steady, steady“ When | saw 
Winfield S. Ilaneock thus ride along, 
utterly obliviots to all personal dun- 
ger, my heart became that of a hero. 
1 became Uke unto him who at that 
moment was my great exemplar.” 

Yes, yes. We all know what the 
power of a personal example means in 
life. We know that when men are 
brave about us they winke us brave. 
We know that when men ure true they 
make us true. We know that when 
men are noble examples of Christian 
faith they Inspire us with like Chris- 
tlan faith. So when l'aul, omid the 
shriekings und  gronnings nnd heav- 
ings and bombardments of the Medli- 
terranean whirlwind, calmly and de- 
Hberately stepped forth and sald, 
“Men, I exhort you to be of good 
cheer, for there shall be no loss of 
any man's life, but of the ship.” then 
the sailors and passengers stopped and 
said to themselves: Why. that is 
strange talk. We cannot understand 
it, but Paul must beve bad n super- 
natural vision, or else be could not 
have spoken thus. You speak s0 posi- 
tively, O prencher, that we believe you. 
What a God yours must be to Inspire 
such confidence! Would that we ‘had 
your faith and your religion.” Men 
and women of the Christian life, are 
your actions and words living witness- 
es of your falth in the saving grace of 
Jesus Christ? 

Nething Mean About Him. 

Why are the crew and the passen- 
gers of this Alexandrian corn ship hap- 
py of heart? Because Paul kept hold- 
ing up before them the mistakes of 
thelr past life in order that they might 
the more easily be led to follow in bis 
way. Paul was not a mere taunter, a 
sneerer, a ridiculer, a tantallzer. He 
was not one of those mean, contemptl- 
ble fellows who always stand around 
when unytblug goes wrong and say, 
“I told you so.” He was not one of 
ihose miserable comforters of Job who 
are about as healing to the bleeding 
heart as a poultice of cayenne pepper 
or stinging nettles would be to a man- 
gted arm caught lu a press. But Paul 
was like a good physician who comes 
to an overworked man and says: “My 
friend, I told you if you did not hold 
up you would have a nervous break- 
down. Now this breakdown bas come. 
Therefore I want you now to trust me 
and do what I tell you to do, and then 
we will make you well.“ Paul in the 
same gentle way as the good physi- 
clan stands before those helpless voy- 
agers and says: “Friends, I told you 
not to loose from Crete. 1 told you 
that if we tried to make Rome during 
this winter equinoctial you would re- 
gret it. But now that this harm has 
come to you I want you to obey my 
commands, and I promise, by the God 
whom | represei. that there shall be 
no fess of nny man's life, but of the 


ship.” 
Cat Mouse. i 

it is a contemptible characteristic to 
tell a man his faults and keep telling 
them, merely to glory lu bis misery, 
even as a fiendish cat might tease and 
tantalize a little mouse and yet not 
kill it. It Is a contemptible thing for 
a man to come around when your lit- 
tle child lies cold lu death and say: 
“Well, So-and-so, | am sorry your baby 
is dend. but I knew she would die. I 
knew it when you called in Dr. Big- 
dose as your physician. He always 
kills more patients than he ever cures. 
I told you so. I told you so. If you 
had only followed my advice, your 
baby would be allve today.” Can he 
bring the child back to life again? It 
is a mean, contemptible act In a man 
to come to you, after a financial dis- 
aster, and say, Well. Jones, you were 
caught, were you? Just as l expected. 
Aba! you would not take my advice,” 
when, lu fuct, the man never gave you 
any advice or offered any sensible plan 
by which you could get out of your 
threatened danger. But, though It is 
A meun and n contemptible act to ridi- 
cule the misfortunes of others for the 
joy you have In seeing other people 
suffer, it is justifinble to plead with 
them to accept your advice In their 


trouble by rewinding them that your 
former advice would have saved them 


from getting Into the trouble. 

In order to erect a mansion it 1s 
often necessary to tear down and clear 
away the walls of an old family bome- 
stend. ut no man bas a right to teur 
down or destroy anything unless he 
can erect a better in its place. The 
most mischievous of nil social reform - 
ers la the destructive iconoclast who 
has nothing to offer us in the place of 
the Institutions be would tear down. 
We know our social system is imper- 
fect, but we would uot have it mended 
by an anarchist, who, like the leaders 
of the French lution of 1793, would 
commence by mollabing the good 
and the evil together. It le easy 
enough to be a ggnaorious critic. It is 
‘not so easy a tter to furnish a bet- 
ter for that wich you deride. I re- 
‘member many years ago, as an imag- 
inative boy, I read that strange, weird, 
‘horrible story called “Caesar's Col- 
‘umn.” In fascination 1 followed tts 
zauthor step by step as he deftly tore 


the beautiful patterns of modern so- 


“ciety Into shreds. In borror I read on 
cas he denounced the social status; not 
“Jas. tbe generation of n Noah was de- 
istroyed by this old earth as a water- 
‘logged craft, shipping tidal wave after 
Fial wave, but as a buge column of

meines That Helps. 

Why were the crew aud the passen- 
gers of the Alexandrian corn ship of 
good cheer? Because Paul was a man 
of Christian common sense as well as 
of supernatural visions. He knew that 
the only religion that could really help 
n man must be a religion that could 
help him in the present life as well as 
fit him for-a life beyond the grave. It 
was not only the promise of safety in 
the future that he gate those people, 
but the soumi commoé sense counsel 
of preperation. by keeping up thelr 
strength for insuring thut safety. 

“What are you driving at anyway?” 
saya nome ane. “le Panl a mere hy- 
glenie lecturer?” He la more than 
that, but be does not think It beneath | 
bis dignity, after seeig the vision of 
God, to tell the crew Abd the passen- 
gers of the Alexandriah corn ship to 
look after their physleal necessities. | 
He does not think It Irreliglous to gath- | 
er the men and tbe women of the 
doomed ship together and say: “Men, 
you nre going to be paved, but God 
will never do bia: part unless we nre 
rendy to do oura. Now, tomorrow we 
are going ton! get safely to land, but 
there ls to be a big-dfain upon our 
physical resources. Some of us are 
now completely fugged out. We have 
not had a good meal for nenrly two 
weeks, Let the cooks go and prepare 
the most nourishing dinner they can; 
then let us by turna gather in the cab- 
ins, old and young alike, and eat a 
good, hearty repast. We need faith 
for the soul; we ulso need meat for the 
body. Some people think the most 
dramatic episode of Paul's life was 
when he stood upon Mars bill and ar- 
gued with the Greek phllosophers: oth- 
ers when he pleaded for his lire before 
Agrippa. I think the most Impressive- 
ly dramatic incident was when he was 
standing upon the rocking. heaving 
deck of a vessel whore bull was grad- 
ually filling with water and telling the 
passengers and the crew to eat and 
look after their bodies, ns God would 
surely save them on the morrow. 

* Care of the Body. 

It is surprising how little some peo- 
ple care for the body in times of sick- 
ness. I heurd my mother say some 
years ago: “I was just down to see 
Elder Nicholls. He was morbid and 
depressed. I sald to ulm, ‘What have 
you eaten today. Nr. Nicholls?’ ‘Oh,’ 
he answered, I have taken nothing but 
a little tea and a cracker., I cannot 
eat.’ My.“ I sald, ‘this will not do! 
You must eat or you will never get 
strong! Sol went and cooked him an 
egg and made him some good toast 
and procured for him a little fruit, and 
before 1 left he was as bright and 
cheerful ns a man could be. It does 
seem to me that balf of our lack of 
faith in God comes from physical de- 
pletion and not from spiritual weak- 
ness.” Yes, my mdther was right. 
The same law that hpplied to Elder 
Nicholls of the Brooklyn tabernacle 
applied to the passengers and crew of 
the Mediterranean corn ship. When 
they saw Paul's faith they believed. 
When they lind eaten aud cared for the 
body they began to be of good cheer. 
My brother, when yot uo God's work, 
do not think it beneath your spiritual 
dignity to obey God's physical laws. 
Paul praying, a mighty ‘example for us 
to look after the spiritual bodies; Paul 
eating food, a mighty example for us 
to care for our physical bodies, 

Why were the crew and passengers 
of the Alexandrian corn ship of good 
cheer? Paul had not decelved them 
as to the manner of their coming 
rescue. He had bluntly yet clearly told 
them what would happen, and, as 
events were turning out just as he bad 
described, they were not in the least 
astonished when the ship came within 
sight of land and they knew that she 
was doomed, -Though the vessel might 
be lost, they felt that theif own lives 
were to be saved. 

Just read very carefully, if you will, 
the account of this prophecy. Pau) 
did not stand forth in the midst of 
them and say: Oh, men, the tornado 
will cease, and the billows of the sea 
shall lle down, and the sun will again 
break forth from behlnd the clouds, 
and, lu gala attire, we shall sail 
Into the harbor of our destination” 
He dig not prophesy a pleasant voyage 
with all friends gathered on the shore 
to greet them as they disembarked. 
He did not say, We shall only be de 
tained a few days aud then hurrah 
for the pleaspres of life in the city!” 
Oh, no; that was not Paul's way. He 
told the truth. He snid: “Men. we 
shall be saved; but, like Job, we shall 
only escape as by the akin of our 
teeth. We must bewue waterlogged. 
We must beach our craft and it will 
be beaten and gnashed into kludlingu. 
We must lose all our cargo and per- 
sonal baggnge. We shall be rescued 
ullve, but that Is all.“ Then, when the 
sailors saw the literal fulfillment of 
the prophecy of Paul, their faith ip 
their leader and lu tbeir leader's God 
not only continued, but Increased day 
by day. „ x 
Trial and Adversity. 

I belleve that tn urging men to come 
to Christ we make a tulstake when we 
do not frankly state the hardships and 
difficulties of the Christian life.. There 
are, as every experienced Christian 
knows, sacrifices that must be made, 
privations that must by endured, strug- 


fering. themselves ag nuts disciples. If 
we fan to tell them that they must ex- 
pect trial and haps adversity in fol- 


they encounter trouble, As Paul told 
these men that they would have 

tle with the waves and be in da 
death ‘on that rocky coast before they

i passengers of the 


reached safety, so we should tell men 
that the way to heavenly joys is often 
hard and tollsome. Paul demanded of 
those passengers and sailors of the 
Alexandrian corn ship the same sacri- 
fices for their physical salvation which 
Hernando Cortes demanded of his fol- 
lowera for the conquest of Mexico. 
During one of his marches the Span- 
ish soldiers became disaffected. Cortes 
assembled his men in line. “Men, some 
of you are grumbling,” he sald sub- 
stantially. “Some of you want to know 
what rewards I have to offer you at 
this time. This is my answer.” Then, 
drawing a line upon the ground with 
the edge of his sword. he pointed with 
his steel toward tbe great east and 
said, On that side of this line are ease 
and comfort, home and friends and a 
life of ease in falir Spain.” Then, 
pointing to the great west. he said: 
“Yonder are sickness and privation 
and hunger and cold and death. But 
yonder is the beautiful capital of the 
Montezumas. Which shall be yours? 
Choose ye this day as ye will. Choose 
ye as brave Ciistilians.” 

Christ today, like Paul, like Hernan- 
do Cortes, promises his followers not 
peace, but struggle and privation; not 
ease and comfort, but storm and suf- 
fering and trials and misery. But In 
the end, like Paul, Christ assures you 
of salvation. Aye, more than Paul of- 
fered to the shipwrecked sallors and 
Alexandrian corn 
ship, Christ offers to you spiritual re- 
demption for time nnd for eternity. 
Men and women, are you rendy to face 
suffering and sacrifice in the name of 
Jesus Christ? Are you willing to be- 
lieve him nnd trust in bim. even in 
crises when your life seems n hopeless 
shipwreck? 

“Courage, Chriatian Brother.” 

But why should not the passengers 
and crew of the Alexandrian corn ship 
of good cheer? Did not the prophetic 
words of Paul literally come true? 
When the mighty ship struck the bench 
what happened? Paul turned to the 
brawny armed men nbout bim and sald, 
“Leap into the surf nud swim for your 
lives.” And these stout Umbed men 
flung themselves Into the seething wa- 
ters and swam on until ot lust thelr 
feet touched the shore and they made 
ready to rescue thelr struggling friends. 
Some of the women, being In all prob- 
ability strapped to spars, were lifted 
by the heaving billows and swept upon 
the rocks, where they were rescued. 
Some of the men many huve come 
ashore clinging to boards and broken 
gunwales. At times it seemed ns 
though they must be washed off, but 
somehow they are at last all landed. 
So in the end of time and in the be- 
ginning of eternity all Christians shall 
be safely brought to the heavenly 
sbores, through stress and storm and 
peril, It may be, but still safe. Yes, we 
will be there. We shall all be there. 
Cournge, Christian brother. Fear not 
the perils of the passage. “Though the 
waters thereof roar and be troubled, 
though the mountains shake with the 
swelling thereof,” the promise of Christ, 
like the words of Paul, shall come 
gloriously true.

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PRICELESS GHFT SJ. 
Remavkable Collection it the 
| tard Germaulé ese. 
There has recently been presented 
to the Germanic museum at Harvard 
by a number of prominent citizens of 
Germany a very remarkable dollection 
of the gold and allver work from the 
thirteenth to the seventeenth century. 
This is the only collection of the kind 
In existence and is interesting not only 
because such work is practically a lost 
art, but for its grapbic representation 
of a far distant period of uncommonly 
picturesque history. 

There are more than tifty pieces, 
the originals of which adorned great 
cathedrals, the banquet halls of cities 
and the palaces of kings. The most 
ancient is a chalice of the thirteenth 
century which was the work of some 
monk silversmith. It is peculiar, be- 
ing in the shape of a drinking vessel 
of pagan Rome, carefully ornamented 
with childlike pictures of scenes from 
the Old Testament. The collection as 
a whole, however, represents the skill 
of the worker In precious metals at its 
highest development, and it Is a far 
cry from this crude chalice to the ex- 
quisitely modeled specimens of the 
later centuries, when the silversmith 
nad developed luto an artist. 

Eating and drinking played so im- 
portant a part In the daily life of the 
dark ages that the energies of the art- 
ist unturally turned to the fabrication 
of splendid banqueting vessels, and 
the Harvard museum contains notable 
examples of these. Among them a 
great silver dish, the prototype of the 
modern finger bow! presented to the 
town of Luneburg in 1550 by Burgo- 
master Hieronymous Witzendorp, carv- 
ed witb processions of Roman knights 
riding out of German cities, is n won- 
derful piece of work. A gold and sil- 
ver goblet presented to Luther on his 
wedding day by the University of Wit- 
tenberg ond a goblet made for Maxi- 
millan II. by Wenzel Tamnitzer, the 
f@mous Nuremberg silversmith, are 
splendid specimens of their kind. There 
are also goblets belonging to different 
guilds and, more curious still, reversi- 
ble goblets for men and women, with 
the man's end of the cup much larger 
than the other, which shows that there 
were very definite ideas of proportion 
in those days. 

It is Interesting to know how this 
collection came to be presented to the 
Germanic museum. & number of 
wealthy Germans wished to show their 
appreciation of the establishment of 
the Institution and to emulate the ex- 
ample of Emperor. William, who has 
done so much for it. They looked 
nbout to find some phase of the devel- 
opment of German art which bad been 
neglected und very wisely decided on 
the work of the silversmith, The re- 
productions, which are so perfect as to 
be practically Indlstingaishable from 
the originals, were made under the su- 
pervision of Dr. Lessing, director of 
the Berlin Museum of Arts and Crafts, 
froni speclinens In possession of the 
German royal family and various Eu- 
ropeaD Musenuis,

The Largest Stone Arch Bridge. 

In spite of mammoth steel arch, 
girder and cantalever bridges, the 
stone arch bridge is still employed un- 
der certnin conditions, and the largest 
structure of this kind in the, world is 
now In course: of erection at Plauen, 
Saxony. This bridge will have a span 
of 295 feet, exceeding by twenty feet 
the famous Luxembourg bridge, open- 
ed Inst year, and by stin more the 
Morbegno bridge in Lombardy and 
the Cabin John bridge near Wash- 
ington, which have held in turn the 
record as the longest stone arch 
bridges. The Plauen bridge differs 
from the Luxembourg bridge In being 
| of masonry throughout, instead of con- 
sisting of two parallel arches connect- 
ed by iron and concrete. Its cost Is 
estimated at about $120,000, a sum 
made possible by the low cost of labor 
in Saxony and the abundant supplies 
of suitable stono in the vicinity. It Is 
an arch crossing a valley und a good 
example of modern stonework.—Har- 
per's Weekly.

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CITIZENS RESPONSIBLE 


As Well As Duly Elected Officials in The 
Proper Administration Of Law And 
Order: All Should Co-Operate 
For Public Weal. 


Every patriotic citizen is interested 
in the enforcement of law, and is re- 
sponsible for the same. The first state- 
ment does not require proof. The 
man who is not interested in the en- 
forcement of law can not be called a 
patriotic citizen. He has in him the 
spirit of anarchy. 

But we will suppose that all our 
fellowmen are good citizens, that they 
are interest in the enforcement of 
our laws. 

The vital question is—To what ex- 
tent are we responsible for the enforce- 
ment of law, and in what ways may 
we promote this desirable end? There 
are persons who do not feel any re- 
sponsibility on such a matter. They 
find themselves under a government. 
They had no hand in bringing it into 
existence and they have not come to 
the realization that they are bound to 
help perpetuate it, and make it effec- 
tive. But the fact is that every Amer- 
ican citizen owes a duty to the state, 
and among these duties is that of 
seeing the just and salutary laws that 
have been enacted, made operative. 

We select officers of the law and 
these officers are bound by a solemn 
oath to execute the laws, or report the 
violators of law. These help to safe- 
guard the peace of the community. 
But there is an obligation tacitly but 
really assumed by every citizen to 
help in the enforcement of law. It 
is neither wise nor right to expect a 
few officers of the law to be ubiquitous 
and deal with every infraction of the 
statutes. 

Many persons exhaust themselves 
in criticism and condemnation of offic- 
ers, but do not assist in keeping order. 
Would it not be much better for every 
citizen to put himself behind the offic- 
ers of the law and make these officers 
feel that they are supported heartily 
and strongly in the performance of 
their sworn duties. The Anti-Saloon 
Lengue is patriotic to the core and 
gives no uncertain endorsement to the 
enforcement of all our laws. But it 
naturally and properly takes special 
interest in laws against the sale of 
intoxicating liquors.. The people of 
Wicomico know that through direct 
legislation or by vote, it has come 
to pass that there is nota legalized 
saloon in the County.

The Retiring Mayor And Council, The 
Police And Fire Department. 


Various Recommendations 


S For Improvements. 

| To the Honorable Conncil of Salisbury. 
| Gentlemen: 

| As newly elected Mayor 
of Salisbury, iù compliance with its

I would advise the Council to be 


Charter, I beg leave to submit to you 
for vour careful consideration a brief 
report of the present conditions: and 
the requirements and needs of our pro- 
| gressive city, aud most respectfully 
ask permission to make a few sugges- 
tions and recommendations looking 
toward the improvement and com- 
, mercial progress of Salisbury. 

I would consider myself derelict in 
my duty at this time did I not extend 
my congratulations to the -retiring 
Mayor and Council and all the officers 


acting under their regime. With due 
deference to all preceding city offic- 
ials, I feel I voice the sentiments of 
the citizens of our city in saying that 
too much commendation and praise 
cannot be given the retiring officials 
for the efficient and conservative man- 
ner in which they have administered 
the affairs of our municipality, That 
harmony and unity, which is so es- 
sential to progress, seems to have exist- 
ed in all branches of the government. 
I, therefore, gentlemen, accept the 
duties of Mayor with a keen sense 
of thd responsibilities resting upon me. 

A careful survey of our city reveals 
the fact that our streets are in a fair 
condition, but there is chance for im- 
provement. As an enabling Act was 
passed at our last Legislature to the 
effect of bonding the city for street 
improvements, I would suggest that a 
step inthe direction of paving our 
principal business thoroughfares with 
vitrified brick, or some other suitable, 
durable substance, would be a tend- 
ency toward progress and economy, 
and that the committee appointed to 
ascertain the feasibility of such pav- | 
ing be requested to report to your! 
Honorable body the extent of their 
work at as carly date ns possible. 
Some of our newly opened streets are 
still in course of construction and an 
early completion and shelling, if pos- 
sible, is recommended. I find our 
sidewalks, many of them, only in fair 
condition and would recommend a 
atrictgompliance with the provisions 
of our ordinance, also to the material 
used in the construction and repairing | 
of sidewalks should also receive the 
encouragement of your Honorable 
body. 

A proper drainage is essentinl to the 
health and sanitary condition of our 
city, and I strongly recommend the | 
putting in of wells and drain pipes 
where needed and seeing to it that 
they are kept clear, in order that the 
water may be carried off our streets, 
and that the use of wooden sewers be 
discontinued, I need not remind you 
of the condition of the water coming 
from the water mains, and most earn- 
extly recommend having the water 
plugs flushed at least once each month. 

The Police department under Chief 
Disharoon deserves great credit for the 
efficient manner in which it has en- 
forced the law and ordinances of our 
city. I would suggest that ycu see | 
that the ordinance relating to fast | 
driving be strictly enforced, also the 
law regulating the operating of auto- 
mobiles in incorporated towns, as pass- 
ed at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture. The dog question has been a} 
serious one and you should see that 
the ordinances on this question are 
strictly enforced. In order to make 
the execution of the provisions of our 
ordinances in this respect, I would 
snggest that a dog pound be built, and 
all dogs appearing upon our streets 
without license numbers be taken up, 
and the provisions of the ordinance 
relating thereto be onforced. The at- 
tention of our Police Department is 
called to the fact that our city is now 
operating under a Local Option Law 
and that all possible diligence should 
be used to prevent the existence and 
exterminate Speak-Easies in the city 
proper and its suburbs. 

Our Fire Department, under the 
efficient management of Chief Goorge 
E. Sirman, is in excellent condition 
and too much praise cannot be accord- 
ed to those who voluntarily give their 
services and snbject themselves to 
danger, for the protection of the lives 
and property of ourcitizens. Its pres- 
ent efficiency can be truthfully said to 
equal any volunteer Fire Aleit 
in the State, and I trust that it will 
receive your very kirdest considera- | 
tion. cae 

Under a recent Amendment to our 
Charter the office of Street Supervisor 
was created. The duty of this officer 
is to have general supervision of all, 
the streets and sidewalks of our city 
and see that same are kept in proper 
condition, so far as the financial con- | 
dition of our city will permit. Thix| 
being a matter of vital importance, | 
the Council should (and I hope will) 
cg-operate with me to the fullest ex- 
tent, to the end that this officer shall 
perform his duties with efficiency and 
punctuality.

There 
was a tendency under the former Char- 
ter to be lax in this respect, and it is 
my desire, with your co-operation, to 
continue the good work begun along 
this line and place the municipal af- 
fairs of our city on a strict business 
basis. The creation of this office and 
extra duties imposed is a step in the 
right direction. I hope that each 
member of your Honorable body will 
look to the interest of the entire city 
as well as the different sections each 
individually represent and that you 
may co-operate with me with such 
unity and concerted action that our 
city will not only maintain the rapid 
pace it has now taken, but advance 
and progress in a greater measure, if 
possible, in order that good govern. 
ment and commercial prosperity may 
continue and increase. 

There are several sections of our 
city, especially that portion beyond 
Lake Humphreys and on Camden 
Avenue, Which are being rapidly built 
up with modern homes and where new 
streets have recently been opened. I 
would respectfully recommend that 
every encouragement possible be ex- 
tended the citizens of these sections of 
our city in the way of grading streets 
and lighting the same, ` 

Another important matter is that of 
police protection for the residence sec- 
tions of our city as well as the sever- 
al depots. The rapid growth of Sal- 
isbury makes it necessary to extend 
this department of our city govern- 
ment beyond the business sections. 

A still more important subject is 
that of extending the water main to 
the new and growing section of our 
city. The contract with the Salig- 
bury Water Company should be of such 
a character as to compel the extension 
of the mains commensurate with the 
city’s growth, at the expense of the 
Company. Every section of Salisbury 
should be amply covered for fire ser- 
vice. 

I would respectfully suggest that 
the attention of the city assessors be 
called to the fact that there is much 
property in the city which is not

shire, conceived the idea ef emigrating 
to America and founding a colony of 
his countrymen in the, west. . 

He disposed of his property in Scot- 
land and, through a New York land 
agency, purchased an immense tract 
of land in what is now “Manitowoc 
county, about ten miles east of this 
village. He was assured that, though 
timbered, the land was wonderfully 
fertile, and could be made to yield a 
competency for 1,000 people. 

The laird. possessing the confidence 
and esteem of his former tenants, eas- 
ily Induced numbers of them to make 
the voyage across the Atlantic with

Severe Penalty For Carrying Conceal- 


a ed Weapons. 


One of the most stringent laws pass- 
ed by the last Legislature is that 
which pertains to Concealed Weap- 
ons. This act makes it unlawful for 
anyone , not an officer of the law, to 
carry a pistol, dirk, knife, bowie 
knife, sling shot, billy, sand-club, 
metal knuckles, razor or any other 
dangerous weapon, (penknives oxcept- 
ed) under u penalty of one thousand 
dollars or imprisonment not more 
than two years in the county jail or 
House of Correction, The Court may, 
under certain circumstances, impose 
both fine and imprisonment.

and tiaras of precious stones, which 
glittered like tbe stars of midnight. 
Extravagant were the ancient peo- 
ple of the east in their menu, as well 


halls. Cains Suetonius Tranquillus, 
the Roman historian and biagrapber, 


honor of Vitellius, where tbere were 
served up to the guests at one sitting 
2,000 most delicate fishes and 7,000 
birds, while one immense dish, called 
the “shiek.” was composed engirely of 
the brains of peacocks and parrots. 
Suetonius also records the fact that 
fabulous sums were squandened each 
year in the Roman capital and the 
nobles might banquet off the tongues 
et nightingales.

The traveler in the far east as he 
roams through the ruins of ancient cit- 
jes realizes bow costly tbose ancient 
palaces must have been, even as from 
a broken column of the Alhambra you 
can infer how beautiful must have 
once been the palaces of the Spanish 
Moors. So in imagination you may 
picture the costly vases of myrrhine. 
the priceless robes of silk, the beaps 
of Damasus rugs centuries okl. the 
sword hilts jeweled with diamonds and 
other precious stones, the garments 
woven out of thread of gold and the 
emptied treasure raults, with their 
countless prizes seattered about tbe 
palace halls in untold profasion on the 
day that Jericho fell. Jericho was al- 
ways noted nmang the ancients as a 
city of fabulous wealth. But, though 
Herod the Great afterward crected bis

“No, 
of course not—of course not.” Would 
you tell a lie, Just one little He, for 
$1007 “No.” you answer angnin, but not 
so emphationiiy, Would you tell a lle 
for $10.000-n lie which in one sense 
would not burt anybody? You look at 
me in n quizzical way and say. “Please 
don't ask me.” Well. I do ask you. I 
ask you, not for the purpose of giving 
you the offer, but of finding out what 
Is the condition of your thoughts. 
Achan coveted 200 shekels of silver 
and a wedge of gold. which must have 
been worth ut lengt $10,000 in our 
moneys. He coveted them without the 
idea of burting any one else, yet for 
that sin of covetousness. which was 
the forerunner of other sins, Achan 
und to die. Beware, O man, bow you 
allow your evil thoughts to live. 
Achnn's “eye sin“ was followed by 
Achan's “covetous sin.“ Evil thoughts 
will ultimately be the parents of evil 
actions. 3 

But now, in following the four fatal 
stages of Achan's sin, we find that bis 
third step—the “tinger step”—changes 
him before the world from an honest 
into a dishouest man. No sooner does 
Achan bide that Babslonish garment 
under his soldier's cloak und bug that 
wedge of gold nnd bag of silver under 
his arm than before man. as well as 
God. be becomes amenable to human 
law. Once he was a criminal at heart. 
but not n criminal lu act—In his own 
consciousness and in God's sight a 
thief, but before his fellow men an 
honest. upright man. No one knew 
that under that falr and respectable 
exterior there lurked the plunderer. 
Like Dr. Jekyll ln Stevenson's famous 
allegory, he gave no sign of that de 
monine personality which he harbored 
within him. But once the boundary Is 
passed, und the evil thoughts nnd evil 
desires Lave taken shape in acts, he ts 
under the ban of Justice, and ultimate- 
ly, like Edward Everett Hnle's well 
known character, he becomes a man 
from whom all but men Ike himself 
sbrink—"a man without a country.” 

It is nn awful catastrophe when a 
man by direct sin of commission 
ruins the long record of what the 
world has regarded as an exemplary 
life. In the old Strassburg cathedral 
there is n famous clock.

It Is n 
wonderful clock—wonderful in all its 
various mechanisms, But history tells 
us that this clock was in ruins for 
many, many years.

After the first me- 
chanic bad constructed It, In a fit of

No, I would not for one minute have 
you look at the death agony and the 
eternal despair. Death by execution is 
too terrible for any buman eyes to 
witness, unless it is our duty to wit- 
ness it. I remember, some years ago, 
I was invited, as one of the jurors, to 
be present in Sing Sing prison when a 
murderer was electrocuted for his 
crimes. |! am always-thankful that 1 
missed the train and did not arrive in 
time for the execution. So, today, 1

FATE OF OLD BANK NOTES. 
Te Be More Thorosghiy Macerated, 
Wor Pieces Have Been Redeemed. 

Through ati order ‘promulgated by 
the treasurer Uf the United States the 
old tinterating machine in the sub- 
basement of thé treusury at Washing- 
ton has been put out of commission, 
and hereafter all paper money, wheth- 
er Issued by the government or by na- 
tional banks, will be reduced to pulp 
in the large macerutor at the bureau 
of engraving and printing. 

This order was brought about by a 
protest made by national bankers 
claiming that the old machine failed 
to do its work perfectly nnd thut the 
bank notes dumped into it not infre- 
quently turned up in sections for re- 
demption by the banks of Issue, that 
the pulp sold to varlous makers and 
manufacturers of images, to be resold 
as souvenirs, was filled with large 
Pieces ‘of bills and that these were 
picked from the pulp images and of- 
fered for redemption. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the treasury macera- 
tor bas been In service for many years 
and bus reduced to pulp many trillions 
of dollurs in bank notes which had 
ceased to be current, this complaint 
was the first one ever made against its 
nonperformunce of duty. but the treas- 
urer got such positive evidence that 
the bankers were correct lu thelr as- 
sertions that he issued the order. 

Washington souvenir dealers have 
long realized that the pulp images 
found a heavier demand than any oth- 
er, and those made from the pulp of 


the notes last destroyed—or partly so-- 


by the treasury mucerutor have always 
brought a higher price than the ones 
manufactured from the pulp of the 
mucerator at the bureau of engraving 
and printing, this being due entirely 
to the fact that images from the Intter 
contain not a speck of greenbacks, the 
notes being reduced to almost n whit- 
ish pulp. Naturally visitors prefer an 
image “mnde from real money,” In 
which some of the money would be in 
evidence. The treasury macerator pro- 
duction, or output, was therefore worth 
a great deal more to the manufactur- 
ers and always brought a much larger 
price. In fact, the burenu's pulp was 
almost a drug on the market. 

But now the Images—busts of presi- 
dents, the Washington monument, Un- 
cle Sam's hat, the national emblem (the 
engle), the capitol, the treasury, cats, 
dogs, frogs. etc, each representing 
from $5,000 to $15,000—must be made 
from the bureau pulp or a first class 
counterfeit, for every note destroyed 
must be in this specinily constructed 
macerator, which works every day and 
hight In the year except Sunday, there 
being from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000 
macerated every twenty-four hours. 
‘This work of macération and the prep- 
aration for it are under the personal 
direction of representatives of the 
trensurer, the secretary, the comptrol- 
ler ond the register, nnd these repre- 
sentatives go with the heavily guarded 
wagon containing the money to the bu- 
reau, where it is taken from the steel 
boxes, checked off, placed in the mac- 
erntor, the fron doors closed, locked 
und sealed, and then the machine be- 
gins its work of destruction. The large 
boiler or vat in which the money is 
placed Is filled with some kind of chem- 
feals, and a network of machinery 
keeps up a continuous churning and 
grinding until 12 o'clock the following 
day, when it is stopped, the pulp taken 
out nnd another million or two placed 
in, to be treated In the same way for 
the next twenty-four hours. 

Ry this process of maceration it is 
utterly impossible for any one to find 
any evidence of money in the pulp. 
even the small silk threads which run
